City Fathers Honor 
Founding Mother 


The founder of Plano’s first free public lending library has been honored 
by the City Council. 
The new library to be built at Custer Rd. and Spring Creek will be named 
for L.E.R. Schimelpfenig, council members agreed Monday night. Tile 
city’s second library is slated for construction next year. 
One of the earliest supporters of women’s rights, Louise Ernestine 
Rammers Schimelpfenig founded a Juvenile Missionary and Aid Society for 
girls of all denominations between the ages of 8 and 16. 
One of the objectives of the group formed on June 22, 1884, was to “en­ 
tertain ourselves by reading, reciting and singing ...” 
To encourage the girls to read, Mrs. Schimelpfenig made the books from 
her personal library available to them. She kept a list of the books the girls 
read with a list of the books in her library. These original records have been 
preserved by her daughter Mrs. A.R. Schell Jr. 
Her collection of about 128 books was numbered and divided according to 
age levels. The service became so popular that she added Wednesday af­ 
ternoons to the regular Sunday afternoons and invited everyone in the 
community to check out books. 
In addition to her library work, Mrs. Schimelpfenig devoted a great deal of 
time to her church and took an active part in the Women’s Christian Tem­ 
perance Union. 
She attended national and international conventions of the WCTU and was 
vice president and recording secretary of the Texas chapter. 
Because of a voluminous correspondence with leaders of the temperance 
movement all over the world, she always signed her name L.E.R. 
Schimelpfenig to give her identity as an individual. 
Born Louise Ernestine Rammers on March 4,1857, in Louisville, Ky., Mrs. 
Schimelpfenig was unusually well educated for a women of that day and 
time. 
The graduate of Science Hill School in Shelbyville, Ky., married Fred 
Schimelpfenig in 1876. The young couple emigrated to Texas in 1878 and 
settled in Plano. 
Mr. Schimelpfenig owned and operated a large general store for many 
years as well as taking an active part in Plano civic and church circles. He 
was at one time Mayor of Plano. 
The Schimelpfenigs reared a family of eight sons and daughters and an 
adopted daughter.

In other action the council viewed a 
film of the Lubbock tornado and its 
emergency operations center.

Because he caused trouble at the 
Missouri prison, he was sent to the 
Kentucky prison, where he escaped. 
Information supplied by District 
Attorney S M. 
Fallis was partially 
responsible for Pugh’s apprehension.

IRVING, Tex. (UPI) - Convicted 
or accused of crimes in four states, 
including m urder and attem pted 
murder, prison escapee Tom Lester 
Pugh had developed a reputation 
among law enforcement officers. 
Still, when police arrested him and 
another man Monday, he failed to use 
the gun he was carrying. 
“TTiis guy has a propensity to wipe 
out folks,” a Dallas FBI spokesman 
said. “He’s really a bad guy and I 
don’t know why he’s not in our top IO. 
He’s the kind that always makes it. 
“ He is unbelievable. He’d just as 
soon kill you as look at you.” 
Even when he was in prison, Pugh, 
39, did not stop his activities. Police 
said before he and a companion 
escaped last October from the Ken­ 
tucky prison at Eddyville, Pugh set up 
a drug-smuggling operation in the five 
state prisons. 
Police and FBI agents recaptured 
Pugh and Thomas Eugene Cawthron, 
26, without firing a shot. The FBI said 
Pugh pulled a pistol from his clothing 
but did not use it. 
Irving police Sgt. Richard Longton 
said the arrests were made from 
information supplied by informants. 
The FBI refused to elaborate, saying 
“ he could hurt somebody. He’s 
already killed three witnesses.” 
Pugh was wanted in Oklahoma,

DEAR POLLY - My Pet Peeve is with the pockets that 
most clothing manufacturers put in men s work pants. We pay 
from fifteen to twenty dollars for each pair of such pants and 
after three weeks of wear the pockets are of no use at all. Ifs 
as if the material used for them is almost like cheesecloth. 
The pants are well made but the pockets come apart. — MRS. 
G F. 
DEAR POLLY — I have made good use of the side of my 
refrigerator that stands out away from the wall. A large hook 
was put in the wall and all of my appliance cords hang on it. 
They are easy to get to and not all mixed up as they might be 
in a drawer. — JEAN. 
DEAR POLLY — Rim wanted to know how to crackle ash 
trays or marbles to make candle holders. Place the marbles 
or ash trays in a 400 degree oven and leave for IO minutes, 
remove and plunge into ice water. Protect your hands as the 
pieces will be very hot. Remove and dry thoroughly. We use a 
strong glue to stick them together. My son used six ash trays 
for his. The first was placed upside down and the second was 
glued on right side up. Then one was glued to each side fitting 
to the top of the second ash tray. They are beautiful. We use 
square candles and found the white or clear ones prettier than 
the amber. 
Pyramid paper weights are pretty when made of crackled 
marbles. Place and glue marbles on a two-inch square of 
plywood and continue adding and gluing until you end up with 
only one marble on top. Also earrings and necklaces can be 
made with crackled marbles. The chain for the necklace and 
parts for earrings can be bought at some variety stores. — 
LIBBIE. 
DEAR READERS — Linda wrote that she “fried” her 
marbles in a frying pan until very hot and then put them in the 
ice water while hot so they crackled. She used airplane glue to 
attach the marbles to glass. Sam puts the glass ash trays in a 
500 degree oven for thirty minutes, removes and drops in ice 
water. He suggests handling the hot glass with oven mitts or 
pot holders and to put a padding in the container with ice 
water. He warns not to pick up with the pliers as hot glass is 
very fragile. He found this worked well with telephone in­ 
sulators. — POLLY. 
DEAR POLLY — The Pointer in your column about remov­ 
ing paint from the hands with turpentine or kerosene is true 
but either of these may irritate the skin. The same result can 
be obtained by using baby oil. It is kind to the skin and more 
pleasant to smell. We always keep a bottle even though there 
has been no baby around for 20 years. — CHARLES.

(UPI) - 
Growing your own coffee 
plant won’t help beat the 
high cost of java, but it can 
provide an attractive house 
plant. 
Extension 
horticulturist 
Don Steinegger says such 
plants seldom flower or fruit 
in a home environment in the 
United States 
Even if they did, you’d 
need a lot of plants 
to 
produce 
enough 
coffee 
berries to make the project 
worthwhile Steinegger, who 
is with the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln, said the 
crimson berries that develop 
from fragrant white flowers 
contain only two coffee 
beans apiece. 
He said coffee plants grow 
best in an atmosphere of 
high 
hum idity, 
w arm 
te m p e ra tu res and bright 
light and sun. Ideally, they 
need 
80-85 
degrees 
Fahrenheit during the day 
and 62-65 degrees at night. 
S ta n d a rd 
h o u se p ia n t 
potting soil is su itab le, 
Steinegger said. It should be 
kept 
m oderately 
m oist, 
watered when the soil sur­ 
face begins to dry out and
